have discovered anew the truth of the old adage that 
ill that glitters is not gold,” likewise finding that all

\ The Anniston Star humorously describes the plight nf 
JMthe Kentucky party as follows: 
“Once upon a time people who were afflicted with 
great thiAt made pilgrimages to Louisville, Ky., where 
liquid refreshment was to be had at the fountainhead. 
* In those days Kentucky was famous for the stuff that 
^ ’’inebriated, but Kenucky never was especially strong on 
bfer. That honor was permitted to rest upon the classic 
hills of Cincinnati. 
“Now Louisville is supposed to be as arid as other 
I "Mowns and only the wares of the bootlegger are obtain- 
able there. And strange to say, the blessings of prohi­ 
bition appear to have worked a change in the tastes of 
Louisville folk. They no longer yearn for the fiery liquids 
of yesteryear.

Four underlying factors are accredited by Mr. Mark 
ham as being responsible for this great progress—abund­ 
ance of transportation, diversified agricultural produc­ 
tion, development of natural resources and location of 
manufacturing establishments. ' 
Evidences of the progress of the South are on every 
hand. 
The South is constructing good roads, diversify 
ibg its crops, erecting bridges, factories, schools and 
churches. The construction program of the South, popu­ 
lation considered, is ahead of the country. 
The South has every inducement to offer those who are 
looking for a place in which to live and prosper. Quoting 
once more from Mr. Markham’s letter, it is seen that the 
Southern stateb have made remarkable progresa in con­ 
struction of railroads. ^ In 1880 there were 24,866 miles 
of railroads in Southern states, one mile for every 38 
square miles of land area. Since that time mileage has 
increased to 90,326 miles, one mile for every seven square 
miles of land area. 
Foreign commerce through Southern ports also has 
shown great gains. The value of commerce through 
Soutlyrn ports in 1923 was six times as great as in 1880 
and three times as great as in 1900. In 1923, 23 per cent 
of the foreign commerce of the United States passed 
through Southern ports, compared with 20 per cent in 
1880. 
Southern states now are producing 29 per cent of the 
nation’s corn crop, 17 per cen^ of its wheat, 85 per cent 
of its tobacco, 83 per cent oi its rice and 31 per cent of 
its fruits and vegetables.

Southern farm products wgj $6,127,000,000, more than 
double the value of Southern farm products in Í921 and 
nearly $1,500,000,000 more than the total value of all the 
farm products of the United States in 1900. 
More than 
500.000 carloads of foodstuffs are shipped from the South 
each year, enough to make six solid trains of cars from 
Atlanta to Chicago. 
In three years butter production in the South has in­ 
creased from 75,000,000 pounds to lo17,000,000 pounds. 
One-half of £he total timber production o{ the entire 
United States is in the South.

Production of coal in the South has multiplied 28 times 
since 1880. Production of petroleum has risen from 179,- 
000 barrels since that year to 368,090,000 barrels how, 
and representing one-third of the total world’s produc­ 
tion. Production of iron ore has increased more than 
seven times. Production of phosphate has 
increased 
twelve times. Production of sulphpr has increased from 
3.000 tons in 1900 to more than 2,000,000 tons in 1923. 
Production of bauxite has increased from 23,000 tons in 
1900 to *523,000 tons in' 1923. 
“And yet,” Mr. Markham says, “geologists sag the sur­ 
face has hardly been scratched.”
